lern Chio by T. H. Parks of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture show

damage due to the presence of the 
clover stem weevil. This insect is a 
small light-green worm 
which 
has 


hatched beneath the leaf stipules sur- 
rounding the clover stems, and on 
May 30 was commencing to gnaw cav- 
ities Into the green stems beneath 
these stipules. 
Many of the worms 


can be found by June 1 at the base 
of the developing heads which they 
blight and prevent 
from 
blooming 


properly. 
Other symptoms of their 


work are dead and blackened stems 
irtilch did not develop heads. 


No effective remedy is known ex- 


cept earlier cutting of the first crop 
of clover. This removes many of the 
worms before they mature. 
Sweet 


clover .and alsike are not seriously in- 
jured by these insects. 


School for Fertilizer

tivate alfalfa during the first year of 
Its growth, after the second and third 
crops are harvested, to get rid of com- 
peting weeds and grasses. 
Millet Produces Hay 
When Other Crops Fail 


Millet Is a Taluable crop to grow for

failed, according to the Ohio experi- 
ment station. 


Millet has yielded as high as 4V2 
tons of hay per acre in tests at the 
Ohio station.
